}  Assyria.  It  would  produce  faith  in  others  bet¬ 
ter  If  we  had  faiib  In  our  own  message.  For 
tills  Paul  asks  the  Ephesians  to  pray  for  him 
that  utterance  may  be  given  him  that  |>e  111  av 
Open  his  mouth  With  boldness  to  proclaim! the 
mystery  of  the  fcospel  that  he  may  sjpeak  it 
Ijoldly  a«  he  ought  to  speak  It. 

Drotlier  H.  ltoyce  Taylor  of  Murray,  ky., 
thinks  there  is  room  and  need  for  faith  qii*el°nr 
among  Southern  Baptists.  We  do  not  know 
kny  missionary  enterprise  which  he  has  started 
that  has  not  succeeded.  There  are  mahy  mis¬ 
sions  operated  by  faith  but  none  of  them  dis¬ 
tinctively  Baptist,  The  faith  that  launches  an 
Snterprise  of  this  kind  must  be  the  genuine  ar¬ 
ticle.  and  not  an  Imitation  faith,  that  Is  not 
tindertaken  on  the  basil  of  somebody  else'  sne- 
<tess.  it  inuat  come  Into  first  hand  toucb  with 
God.  There  cannot  he  too  much  nor  too  many 
I  of  this  kind. 

Mr.  Henry  Ford  has  tried  his  hand  at  buying 
4  railroad  and  getting  it  on  a  paying  basis.  He 
proposes  to  revolutionize  the  railroad  business 
by  changing  the  type  of  engine.  He  proposes 
also  to  take  over  the  powder  plant  at  Musell 
Ihoals  and  make  It  remunerative  and  serviceable 
We  have  beard  a  good  deal  said  about  govern¬ 
ment  operation  of  railroads  being  a  failure 
But  the  whole  business  Is  a  near  failure  since 
the  government  turned  It  loose.  If  Mr.  Ford  esn 
save  It.  he  may  have  our  stock.

This  Is  the  first  pro- 
Siam  Southern  Baptists  have  undertaken  in  Mo- 
hammadcn  lauds  and  its  results  will  be  awaited 
with  keeu  interest,  i  Ur.  Ham  let  t  has  traveled  ex 
tensive!)'  in  the  Nelar  East,  is  the  author  ot 
books  on  Palestine,  and  is  considered  admirably 
equipped  for  the  nen  post  to  which  he  has  gone. 

The  Board  (eels  itself  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  procure  as  its  European  representative.  Dr. 
Evereil  Gill,  of  Kansas  City,  for  many  years  one 
of  Its  missionaries  |u  Italy,  but  more  recently 
pastor  of  the  Westpjort  Baptist  Church  of  Kan¬ 
sas  City.  He  and  jjlrs.  Gill  will  sail  Sept  14th 
to  take  up  their  new  work  and  will  probably 
make  their  headquarters  in  Swltserland.  'They 
are  familiar  with  European  languages,  peoples 
and  problem,  and  Ur.  Gill  served  as  guide  and 
interpreter  to  the  special  commission  of  the  for¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  hrhlch  made  a  survey  ol  Eu¬ 
rope  and  the  Near  9ja*t  following  the  inaugura¬ 
tion  of  tta0  7b  Million  Campaign. 

Thb  new  misison  fields  In  Europe  that  have 
just  been  opened  u|  and  supervision  of  which 
made  necessary  the  Creation  ot  the  new  position 
which  Dr.  Gill  will  hold,  Inclade  Spain,  Jugo¬ 
slavia.  Hungary,  Rumania,  the  l'kralne  and  that 
portion  of  the  Southern  Russia  lying  east  of  the 
Ukraine.  ‘  These  fields,  combined  with  Italy 
where  the  Board  has  been  operating  since  1870, 
give  the  Southern  Baptists  practically  the  whole 
of  Southern  Europe  las  a  base  of  their  mission¬ 
ary  operations  on  that  Continent. 

In  addition  to  the  enlargement  of  Its  work  In 
Europe  and  the  Neat  East,  the  Board  has  also 
begun  operations  in  Liberia  and  this  gr,.at  coun¬ 
try  with  Its  200.000  {Baptists  already  will  serve, 
by  connecting  up  the  new  fields  in  Southern  Eu¬ 
rope  and  the  Near  E^st  with  the  older  fields  in 
Northern  China  and  other  sections  of  the  Far 
Fast,  to  complete  a  practically  unbroken  chain, 
of  Southern  Baptist  mission  fields  that  encircles 
the  globe. 

With  Its  enlarged  program  the  Board  la  now 
operating  In  18  countries  with  a  combined  popu¬ 
lation  of  900.000,000  or  more  than  half  the  pop¬ 
ulation  of  thp  globe.

A  jealous  ton 

Oar  God  will  tolerate  uo  rival,  no  substitute 
(or  loyalty  to  him  In  obedience  and  In  affection. 
Not  only  the  Old  Testament  makea  this  plain  In 
forbidding  other  coda  and  the  worshiping  o( 
Idols,  but  the  New  Testament  carries  It  even 
farther  In  Its  application  to  the  meaning  of 
■an  loyalty  away  from  Ood  by  worldly  inter¬ 
ests.  and  In  Its  prohibition  against  allowing  any 
hntborlty  to  supersede  the  direct  voice  of  Ood  In 
determining  onr  faith  and  our  conduct.  James  in 
his  epistle  says.  “Know  ye  not  that  the  Spirit 
which  h,.  made  to  dwell  In  us  yearns  over  us 
even  to  Jealous  envy."  This  is  his  feeling  for 
those  who  are  being  carried  away  by  the  love  of 
the  world.  He  will  have  no  divided  heart  and  so 
James  says  In  the  aame  chapter,  "Purify  your 
hearts  ye  double  minded." 

This  Jealousy  sxtends  also  to  opposition  to 
any  other  authority's  being  recognized  loan  the 
direct  voice  of  Ood.  In  Matthew  23:s-10  h® 
says.  "Be  not  ye  called  Kabbl,  fur  one  la  your 
teacher;  and  call  no  man  your  father  on  the 
eerth.  for  one  Is  your  Father,  even  he  who  Is 
I*  heaven  Neither  be  ye  called  masters,  for  one 
la  your  Master,  even  the  Christ."  Ood  Is  Jeal¬ 
ous  of  his  prerogative  and  will  not  suffer  man 
to  supplant  h>m- 

It  la  a  sin  against  Ood  to  recognize  the  author¬ 
ity  of  parents  when  they  are  In  opposition  to  the 
lo  the  wUI  of  Ood.  He  says.  Children,  obey 
your  parents  In  the  Lord,  that  la  In  so  far  as 
they  represent  the  will  of  Ood.  If  parents  teach 
Contrary  lo  the  word  of  Ood.  disobedience  to  pa¬ 
rents  may  be  necessary  to  the  obedience  of  Ood. 
There  are  people  who  aay  "My  church”  teaches 
thus  and  so.  Even  If  what  the  church  taught  la 
true,  this  recognition  of  allegiance  to  the  church 
Is  to  supplant  the  aovrelgnty  of  Ood.  It  Is  not 
blading  oa  the  conscience  because  It  is  the  teach- 
Ig  of  the  church,  but  only  If  it  la  the  revealed 
truth  of  Ood  In  his  word. 

Thera  warP  people  who  made  golden  calves  In 
the  desert  and  said  “These  be  thy  Oods,  O  Iseral 
which  brought  thee  np  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.' 
It  was  not  their  purpose  to  torn  the  people  away 
form  Jehovah,  bnt  to  glve  them  some  visible  to¬ 
ken  of  his  presence,  some  representative  em¬ 
bodiment  And  so  others  are  people  today  who 
do  not  dony  the  authority  of  Ood,  but  who  aay 
h  la  mad,  known  to  us  and  embodied  In  the 
Charch  .la  the  herarchy,  tip  clergy,  the  priest 
pr  bishop  or  pope  They  alt  In  the  temple  of  Ood 
proclaiming  themselves  as  Ood  and  taking  his 
place  of  authority  In  the  soul.  Any  body  wno  re- 
Coialaa  such  authority  Incurs  the  Jealous  wrath 
Of  Ood  and  provokes  him  to  angCr. 

Infant  baptism  la  an  effort  on  the  part  of. 
thoee  who  practice  It  to  tether  the  souls  of  those 
who  are  so bj acted  to  It.  They  are  not  nnlted 
is  Ood.  Nothing  can  units  hi  to  him  bat  faith.

Uut  it  is  an  effort  to  bind  them  to  allegiance  to 
a  church  and  put  conscience  where  iti  U  not  free 
to  act.  There  can  be  no  soul  liberty  w  iere  It  isj 
practiced.  The  direct  authority  of  God  Is  super-, 
seded  by  substituting  the  authority  of  Ihechucb; 
or  sometimes  the  family. 

FAITH  AND  FAITH 

As  important  as  Is  the  word  laith  in  he  Chris 
tian  teaching  it  is  a  word  used  with  q  uile  dif¬ 
ferent  conteut  in  its  meaning  at  «ano  a  uwes 
U  is  sometimes  employed  lo  indicate  uuiply  a 
mental  conviction  of  the  truth  stated  when  it 
is  not  followed  by  a  personal  cummitia  of  one- 
seli  to  all  ihe  lull  conaeitueuce  o(  that  c<  nviuliuu 
even  wheu  the  adbereuce  lo  the  truth  in  lacking. 
For  instance  in  the  later  part  ot  the  second  chap¬ 
ter  of  John's  Gospel  it  is  said  that  ill  in  Jesus 
was  iu  Jerusalem  many  belived  ou  tiiu  tame  be¬ 
holding  his  signs  which  he  did.  llut  J  isus  did 
not  trust  himself  to  them  for  he  ka<  w  what 
was  in  man.  Here  it  Is  clear  that  the  U  1th  they 
bad  did  not  go  deep  enough  to  chiau  ;e  their 
character  and  their  conduct,  it  was  Wit  lout  the 
moral  and  determining  element.  The  raison  for 
it  is  that  they  were  simply  convinced  by  the 
physical  miracles  which  he  wrought  w  tile  the 
truth  which  he  taught  found  no  response  in 
their  souls. 

A  similar  situation  la  found  ill  the  six  h  chap¬ 
ter  of  John  where  it  is  said  that  the  pe<  pie  said 
“This  is  Indeed  the  prophet  that  shou  d  come 
into  the  world.  And  they  were  mindet  right 
then,  on  the  strength  of  the  miracle  of  feeding 
the  five  thousand,  to  make  him  king.  Again 
there  was  no  moral  conviction  in  the  r  faith, 
but  they  were  pleased  lo  have  a  miracle  vorfclng 
king  who  could  provide  an  ample  doll  mlsaary 
und  help  them  out  in  auy  emergency.  So  it  is 
said  that  Jesus  dismissed  the  multitude  and  re¬ 
tired  into  the  mountain  to  pray.  That  was  not! 
the  kind  of  faith  which  he  sought  to  p  oduce.  { 

Again  in  the  eighth  chapter  bf  John,  leans  is 
In  an  earnest  discussion  with  ibe  Jews  and  he 
speaks  so  convincingly  that  It  Is  said  th  it  many 
believed  on  him.  These  people  were  on  .he  bor¬ 
der  land  of  saving  faith  and  yejt  it  is  pi  tin  that 
most  of  them  at  heart  drew  back,  for  win  n  Jesus 
seeks  to  get  them  to  a  full  an<^  final  eonmlUal 
by  saying,  "If  ye  abide  in  my  iord  thei  are  ye 
my  disciples  Indeed,  and  ye  shall  know  t  is  truth 
and  the  truth  shall  make  yon  free.”  Thsy  draw 
back  and  resentfully  say  “Wei  are  no  slaves." 
They  were  not  simply  convinced  as  NRoaemus 
and  others  were  by  the  signs  wjhicb  ha  rrought 
they  were  compelled  to  acknowledge  tl  e  truth 
of  his  teaching  and  yet  they  we^e  not  sat  ed. 

There  is  a  still  further  stej>  whicli  people 
sometimes  take  which  is  called  faith  und  yet 
which  falls  short  of  attaining  the  savii  g  grace 
of  Christ.  This  is  where  unsaved  peopli  accept 
the  testimony  of  those  who  hare  oxpi  rlenced 
the  grace  of  Christ,  and  because  of  tl  eli  Im¬ 
plicit  confidence  in  the  truthfulness  of  the 
preacher  or  other  Christian,  they  are  l  d  to  a- 
dopt  the  religion  of  Jesus  as  true  an  1  avow 
their  adherence  to  it.  This  is  a  partlcu  arly  In-  i 
sldious  danger  Into  which  It  Is  reared  far  too 
many  fall. 

As  an  instance  of  this  which  was  corrected  In 
due  time  may  be  mentioned  the  rase  of  tl  e  Sama 
rltans  spoken  of  In  the  fourth  chapter  i  if  John. 
When  the  Samaritan  woman  left  her  w  iter  Jar 
at  Jacob’s  well  and  went  back  Into  the  village.! 
she  said  “Come  see  a  man  that  told  me  a  1  things 
that  ever  I  did,  can  this  be  the  Chrlat."  11  er  man¬ 
ner  was  a  mixture  of  timidity  and  boldn 
put  It  as  a  question,  but  she  bade  thei 
And  they  came.  She  didn't  know  muel  to  tell, 
and  her  past  Ilfs  would  make  her  dtfflde  it  In  re¬ 
ligions  work.  Bnt  Jesus  staid  with  t(em  two 
days.  They  were  ss  always  busy  day  i.  And 
then  many  more  believed  on  him  and  tl  tey  said 
to  the  woman,  ‘‘Now  we  believe,  not  beoanae  of 
thy  speaking,  for  wa  have  heard  tor  a 


and  know  that  thla  Is  Indeed  the  Savior  of  the 

World."’ 

That  Is  saving  faith  that  Is  not  simply  inter¬ 
ested  In  the  physical  comforts  which  the  reli¬ 
gion  of  Christ  brings  to  the  suffering  and  needy, 
not  simply  won  by  its  philanthropic  mlsaion  or 
Its  miracle  working  power.  Is  not  simply  con¬ 
vinced  by  the  arguemeuts  tn  behalf  of  its  super 
natural  origin  and  character  not  merely  ack¬ 
nowledges  its  absolute  truth.  Is  not  won  to  ad¬ 
herence  to  it  by  the  testimony  of  others;  but 
whose  soul  deals  at  first  hand  with  God  in 
Christ  Jesus,  who  flees  to  him  for  refuge  against 
the  overwhelming  sense  of  sin  and  guilt.  Who 
accepts  the  work  of  Christ  as  the  guarantee  of 
his  salvation.  It  Is  not  believing  In  father  or 
mother  of  friend  nor  resting  our  hope  on  their 
witness,  not  believing  on  Paul  or  Peter  or  any 
Ot  their  successors,  but  the  word  must  be  ac¬ 
cepted  as  the  word  of  Ood,  the  soul  dealing 
directly  with  God  and  the  word  must  be  so  ac¬ 
cepted  as  to  cause  a  full  and  final  committal 
df  the  life  openly  to  Jesus  Christ

BOLDNE8  IN  THE  FAITH 

Here's  a  mighty  good  chance  for  a  sermon,  bjut 
1}  would  take  more  than  four  minutes  to  preach 
It  bo  we  forbear,  contenting  ourselves  with  Ji^st 
a  few  suggestions  which  you  may  preach  to  your¬ 
self  and  anybody  else  yon  like. 

Boldness  Is  descriptive  of  the  outward  man¬ 
ner  and  manifestation  of  an  Inward  condition  of 
faith.  Courage  is  an  Inward  quality,  but  bold¬ 
ness  Is  the  outward  evidencing  of  genuine  faith. 
Our  word  courage  comes  from  a  word  mean- 
heart.  Indicating  strength  of  heart.  The  Greek 
v|ord  Is  akin  to  our  word  dare  and  daring.  Bill 
the  word  for  boldness  carries  with  It  the  idea 
of  speaking  to  another  as  on  an  equality  or  level 
With  his.  as  with  an  equal  to  whom  we  can  speak 
utyi  bashed. 

in  the  New  Testament  It  has  three  applica- 
(ons.  The  first  of  these  is'  used  to  Indlcaif 
the  proper  attitude  of  a  Christian  In  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  God.  Other  words  and  Scriptures  teach 
the  necessity  and  propriety  of  humility  and 
reverence  in  the  presence  of  God.  But  rever¬ 
ence  and  humility  are  not  Inconsistent  with  bold¬ 
ness.  This  is  the  sense  of  ease  in  the  presence  of 
God.  the  childlike  frankness  of  a  child  who  comes 
Into  the  presence  of  his  father;  the  assurance  of 
a  glad  welcome  and  a  ready  hearing  when  we 
.'nine  to  Him.  This  sense  of  security  and  confi¬ 
dence  and  boldness  Is  based  upon  the  sufficient 
and  complete  work  of  Christ  as  our  great  high 
priest  in  the  atonement  and  hla  intercession  for 
ue  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father.  If  we  real¬ 
ize  this  truth,  we  come  with  absolute  assurance 
and  boldness.  So  we  read  In  Hebrews,  “Having 
then  a  great  high  priest,  who  hath  passed  thru 
the  heavens,  .beaus  the  Son  of  God,  let  us  hold 
fast  our  confession.  For  we  have  not  a  high 
priest  that  cannot  be  touched  with  a  feeling  of 
our  infirmities;  but  one  that  hath  been  tempted 
in  all  points  like  as  we  are,  yet  without  sin.  Let 
us  therefore  draw  near  with  boldness  unto  the 
throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  receive  mercy  and 
may  find  grace  to  help  In  time  of  need:”  4:14- 
16.  Again  In  10:19,  “Having  therefore,  breth¬ 
ren.  boldness  to  enter  in  the  holy  place  by  the 

blood  of  Jesus . let  us  draw  near  with  a  trtie 

heart  In  fulness  of  faith.  Let  us  hold  fast  the 
confession  of  our  hope  that  It  waver  not,  for  he 
Is  faithful  that  promised.  This  attitude  of  ap¬ 
proach  to  God  Is  based  on  the  word  of  God  and 
the  work  of  Christ  and  is  the  only  one  that  Is 
pleasing  to  him.  It  Is  bom  of  and  based  on  gen¬ 
uine  faith  In  the  reality  of  his  atonement  and 
the  falthfuldness  of  God.  This  will  serve  as  also 
In  the  day  of  Judgement.  l,Jno.  4:17. 

The  second  manifestation  of  boldness  proper 
in  a  Christian  Is  nnafrsldness  before  men  In 
proclalmlg  onr  faith  and  preaching  hla  word 
Faith  In  Christ  and  hla  word  will  maks  ns  bold 
In  the  presence  of  man.  It  was  so  with  Pater 
•nd  John  before  th*  Jewish  rulers,  who  saw 
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their  boldness  and  and  wondered  at  it  since 
they  were  without  training  In  the  schools  and 
ramlliar  association  with  officials.  It  was  for 
this  boldness  they  afterward  prayed,  Acts  4:29. 
Their  prayer  was  answered,  ‘the  house  was  shak¬ 
en,  they  were  filled  with  the  Holy  spirit  and 
spake  the  word  of  Ood  with  boldness  vs.  31. 

Paul  in  like  manner  asks  the  Ephesians  to 
pray  for  him"  that  utterance  may  be  given  unto 
me  in  opening  my  mouth  to  make  known  with 
boldnes  the  mystery  of  the  gospel,  t*-at  in  It  I 
may  speak  boldly  as  I  ought  to  spe:  ',  "  There 
Is  no  other  kind  of  preaching  that  is  worth  any¬ 
thing.  Any  other  kind  Is  not  even  hot  air.  The 
preaching  that  is  not  based  on  profound  and  un¬ 
questioned  conviction  of  the  truth  of  the  gospel, 
that  does  not  banish  all  doubt  and  questioning 
cannot  win  men  nor  please  Ood.  It  is  only  this 
that  can  give  boldness. 

But  there  is  another  place  where  boldnes  Is 
used.  It  too  is  born  of  profound  faith  In  the  pow 
er  of  God,  the  righteousness  of  his  cause  and 
the  assured  triumph  of  his  truth  and  his  kingdom 
It  Is  the  boldness  that  undertakes  tasks  of  un¬ 
precedented  bigness  and  Importance.  It. Is  the 
boldness  of  a  man  who  having  good  grip  on  the 
verity  of  Ood  and  the  reality  and  worth  of  the 
gospel  ventures  upon  a  program  commensurated 
with  the  greatness  of  his  power  and  the  breadth 
of  his  love.  It  is  the  boldnes  of  a  man  who  hav¬ 
ing  the  vision  of  a  prophet,  has  also  the  resolu¬ 
tion  of  a  man  of  practical  affairs  and  dares  to 
launch  out  upon  the  Impossible  because  Qod 
wills  It 

Now  this  is  the  sort  of  boldness  a  good  deacon 
ought  to  have.  Tor  you  remember  Paul  Is  writ¬ 
ing  about  deacons  when  he  uses  the  phrase  ‘bold¬ 
ness  In  the  faith.”  Indeed  he  says  “great  boldness 
In  the  faith.'  for  he  would  give  it  a  girth  and 
reach  that  would  be  worthy  of  the  gospel  which 
he  represents.  These  are  his  words,  “They  that 
have  served  well  as  deacons  gain  to  themselves 
a  good  standing  and  great  boldness  In  the  faith 
which  Is  In  Christ  Jesus'’  The  standing  here 
spoken  of  Is  probably  a  growing  assurance  or  the 
truth  and  value  of  the  gospel;  and  the  boldness 
is  the  spirit  of  enterprise  and  the  outreach  of 
faith  that  projects  ever  enlarging  work  for  the 
kingdom.  A  man  with  small  Ideas,  contracted 
vision,  hesitating  faith  has  no  place  In  the  dea¬ 
con’s  office.  This  is  the  place  for  a  man  who 
because  of  his  faith  In  Ood  is  willing  to  lay  out 
the  work  of  the  church  on  a  larger  scale,  an  ever 
expanding  program

SOULS 

The  Southern  Baptist  Contention  at  Chatta¬ 
nooga  committed  to  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion  the  task  of  planning  and  putting  through 
Stouthwlde  movement  In  evangelism.  In  three 
meetings  of  the  Commission  at  Chattanooga 
plans  were  carefully  mapped  out  and  adopted  by 
the  Commission:  and  the  State  Secretaries  wero 
given  the  task  o{  organizing  and  putting  the 
movement  through.  The  campaign  for  the  slim¬ 
mer  was  of  coursej,  to  be  largely  among  our  rur¬ 
al  and  smaller  town  churches.  The  stronger 
Churches  hold  their  meetings  at  other  periods 
than  In  summer. 

Letters  from  all  but  two  of  the  state  secre¬ 
taries  up  to  August  l*t  Indicate  a  most  Won- 
ire  mainly  In  the  towns  and  dlties,  will  have  Its 
meetings  In  the  fall  and  ydnlof.  The  o|her 
states  have  In  a  Wonderful  way  organised  their 
rural  and  small  churches  in  the  associations! 
basis.  Reports  everywhere  are  encouqageang 
Making  a  fair  estimate  from  the  figures  given 
In  some  of  the  states,  I  think  It  Is  safe  to  say  the' 
the  state  secretaries  have  organized  and  are 
thousand  meetings  this  summer.  The  figures 
given  up  to  August  1st  from  the  meetings  al¬ 
ready  held  Indicate  that  the  meetings  have  ave¬ 
raged  from  16  to  20  additions  to  the  churches, 
the  large  majority  of  them  being  by  baptism 
Some  of  the  secretaries  being  either  away  on 
their  vacations  or  on  denominational  work  have 
to  far  fa. led  to  give  a  report  from  their  states 
But  it  s  safe  to  say  from  figures  given  that 
we  are  haring  the  greatest  evangelistic  move¬ 
ment  we  have  ever  had.  Some  of  the  reports  are

nancial  depression;  but  In  most  of  the  rural 
churches  there  seems  to  he  a  (treat  spirit  of  re¬ 
vival.  Great  preparation  Is  belnic  made  in  many 
sections  for  the  Everyone, Win  One  Campaign, 
to  begin  In  the  fall  and  go  through  the  winter 
and  spring  In  the  larger  churches.  The  reports 
are  very  favorable  as  to  this  matter.  I  give 
gome  of  the  statements  from  the  State  Secre¬ 
taries:
